Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Year  1905.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report.  A pleasing  feature  which  at  once  strikes 
one  is  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town,  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  1901  was  1418,  at  the  end  of  the  past  year  it  was 
1700,  a nett  gain  of  282.  Another  pleasing  feature  is  the 
low  death  rate  of  the  past  year  which  I attribute  in  a great 
measure  to  the  mild  Spring  and  the  genial  weather  we 
experienced  in  the  back  end  of  the  year.  We  have  had  a fair 
share  of  Zymotic  disease  during  the  year.  The  same  remarks  I 
made  last  year  with  regard  to.  the  crowded  nature  of  our 
schools  apply  with  equal  force  at  the  present  time.  There 
has  been  no  mitigation  of  the  evil.  They  are  yet  badly 
overcrowded  but  I am  glad  to  say  the  ventilation  is  better. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress  : Water  Supply. — 
Barnoldswick  has  an  excellently  pure  water  supply  derived 
from  a pumping  station  about  two  miles  from  the  town. 
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The  scheme  embraces  a well  sunk  to  the  depth  of  iooft., 
a 13m.  bore  hole  going  another  370ft.  deep,  and  a small 
reservoir  capable  of  holding  about  one  week’s  supply.  The 
machinery  consists  of  two  engines  and  three  pumps  which 
can  all  be  worked  separately  or  conjointly  as  occasion  arises. 
The  rocks  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  water 
works  consist  of  the  Toredales,  complex  in  structure, 
embracing  Grit,  Shale  and  Limestone.  During  the  dry 
months  this  past  summer  your  water  manager  made  an 
exhaustive  trial  as  to  the  supply  obtainable,  and  to  quote 
his  words  “ this  is  the  standard  we  should  take.”  He 
estimates  the  pumps  to  lift  1 io,8So  per  24  hours,  but  I am 
of  the  opinion  that  he  under-estimates  the  daily  consumption 
per  head,  viz.,  ji  gallons  ; last  year  it  was  put  at  1 1 7 and 
the  tendency  is  to  increase  rather  than  diminish,  so,  with  the 
rapidly  increasing  population,  in  the  near  future  you  will  be 
obliged  to  increase  your  storage  capacity  or  seek  a further 
supply. 

No  curtailment  of  the  supply  to  the  town  was  made  this 
year,  and  the  reservoir  was  cleaned  out  twice  instead  of 
once  as  heretofore.  There  have  been  590  yards  of  new 
mains  with  14  valves,  also  16  new  hydrants  put  in.  All  the 
new  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water. 

Sewage  and  Drainage. — The  town  is  pretty  well  drained 
and  sewered.  The  works  are  situated  at  Reed  Ing  about  a 
mile  from  the  town.  The  National  system  is  the  one  used. 
There  is  also  a small  septic  tank  which  gives  good  results. 

1 pointed  out  last  year  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  enlarge 
the  works  and  I again  draw  your  attention  to  the  matter. 
Were  you  to  put  down  two  more  septic  tanks  with  bacteria 
beds  and  filters  there  would  be  relief  for  a considerable  time 
The  quality  of  the  effluent  taken  as  a whole  has  been  pretty 
good,  we  have  only  had  one  complaint  from  the  Rivers 
Pollution  Commissioners  during  the  year. 

The  various  new  sewers  laid  are  given  in  the  Surveyor’s 
report  further  on 

The  Scavenging  which  is  done  by  the  sanitary  staff  of  the 
council  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  although  the  nuisance 
inspector  does  all  that  is  possible  with  the  material  at  hand 
I would  point  out  that  for  the  past  seven  years  although  the 
staff  has  not  been  increased  *the  town  has  grown  considerably 
and  with  it  the  work.  Again  there  is  no  system  in  emptying 
the  ashpits,  etc.,  the  men  are  called  off  to  do  other  things, 
hence  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  affairs.  The  roads 
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need  immediate  attention  ; they  are  a standing  disgrace  to 
the  town,  and  no  words  I can  use  about  their  condition 
generally  are  too  scathing.  Turning  to  the  private  streets 
the  work  of  paving  them  has  been  practically  as  it  was  last 
year — at  a standstill,  with  the  exception  of  600  superficial 
sq.  ft  No  wonder  we  have  had  a number  of  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  an  epidemic  of  diarrhoea,  the  latter  very  late  in  the 
year,  when  so  many  back  streets  which  are  the  ones  most 
used  here,  are  little  better  than  a bog,  inches  deep  in  mud 
with  pools  of  stagnant  water  all  over.  Your  attention  to 
this  matter  is  urgently  required. 

Isolation  Hospital  — The  small  hospital  situated  at  Lane 
Ends  has  again  proved  of  great  value,  and  has,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  weeks  been  occupied  during  most 
of  the  year. 

Bye-Laws,  &c. — The  Council  adopted  the  model  bye-laws, 
with  certain  modifications,  with  respect  to  “ New  Streets  and 
Buildings,”  “ Slaughter-Houses,”  “ Common  Lodging- 
Houses,”  and  “ Nuisances,”  and  those  were  sanctioned  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  August  25th,  1891  It  has 
also  adopted  a form  of  regulations  under  the  “ The  Dairies, 
Cow-sheds,  and  Milk-shops  Order  1886,”  and  these  were 
sealed  August  5th,  1891.  Bye-Laws  relating  to  offensive 
trades  have  been  adopted,  received  sanction  on  August 
30th,  1901. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted.  — “ The  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  1889,”  and  “The  Infectious  Diseases 
(Prevention)  Act,  1890,”  were  adopted  in  April,  and  came 
into  force  on  May  21st,  1895.  Parts  III  and  IV  of  “ The 
Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act,  1890)  were  adopted  ; 
Part  IV  came  into  operation  on  September  5th,  1893,  and 
Part  III  on  January  13th,  1896.  “The  Private  Streets 
Works  Act,  1892”  was  adopted  October  23rd,  and  came  into 
force  on  November  25th,  1895. 

Population. — The  population  at  the  census  in  1901  was 
returned  at  6382  ; since  that  time  the  town  has  rapidly 
progressed,  I estimate  the  number  for  the  middle  year 
I9°5>  at  7600,  living  in  1700  houses.  Building  has  gone  on 
steadily  all  the  past  year.  The  class  of  house  being  of 
the  good  artisan. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  during  the  year  were 
180  (100  males  and  80  females)  sixteen  fewer  than  last  year, 
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being-  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth  rate  of  23.68  per 
thousand  population. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  returned  were  83  (47  males, 
36  females)  being-  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  10  92 
per  living  thousand.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  although  our 
population  has  grown  yet  the  death  rate  is  very  low  indeed. 
Very  few  old  people  have  dropped  off,  in  fact  there  have  been 
only  13  deaths  of  people  over  sixty-five.  The  still  births 
numbered  20  for  the  year.

You  will  be  glad  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  under 
one  year  is  considerably  lower  than  last  year.  I fear  that  in 
industrial  centres  like  this  the  tendency  will  be  to  rise  rather 
than  fall,  so  many  young  children  are  carried  out  to  nurse  in 
the  early  morning  whilst  their  mothers  go  to  the  factories, 
thus  exposing  them  to  chills  which  might  otherwise  be 
prevented.

The  uncertified  deaths  were  returned  as  having  been  due  to 
convulsions,  heart  failure,  and  croup. 

If  you  will  refer  to  Table  III.  at  the  end  of  the  report  you 
will  find  the  fifty-five  ctvses  which  were  notified  under  “ The 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act  ” classified  under  their 
various  heads  giving  the  numbers  at  the  respective  ages  at 
which  they  occurred. 

Measles. — The  town  has  been  practically  free  from  this 
disease,  only  a very  few  isolated  cases  having  come  to  my 
knowledge. 

Scarlet  Fever.  — You  will  remember  last  year  the  town 
suffered  from  an  epidemic  of  the  disease.  This  continued  till 
the  beginning  of  June  when  it  practically  died  out.  I inspec- 
ted the  schools  at  different  times  without  success,  but  on 
June  7th  I found  a child  attending  whilst  desquamating.  The 
patient  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  and  the  school  closed 
for  a few  days  for  thorough  disinfection  and  cleansing.  From 
that  time  the  cases  ceased.  Forty-seven  cases  occurred  in 
forty-one  houses.  There  were  no  deaths  All  the  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Erysipelas.  — Oul)  three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
all  of  a mild  type. 

Diarrhoea.  —The  town  has  been  free  from  diarrhoea  until 
November  when  it  became  epidemic,  young  and  old  suffering 
alike.  It  is  not  surprising  that  there  should  have  been  so 
much  when  one  takes  into  account  the  sudden  climatic 
changes  we  have  had  with  spells  of  mild,  open  weather.  Then 
I have  no  hesitation  in  saying  the  abominable  condition  of 
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many  of  the  streets  has  had  its  influence  too.  Three  deaths 
took  place  from  it,  all  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

Enteric  Fever. — We  had  one  case  of  this  disease  notified 
at  a farm  house.  Inspection  of  the  premises  revealed  an  old 
stone  drain  running  under  the  cellar,  causing  a stench  to  per- 
vade the  whole  house.  This  has  been  remedied. 

Diphtheria.  — Four  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  separate 
houses.  Nothing  wrong  was  found  with  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  houses,  and  one  is  inclined  to  put  them  down  as 
sporadic  cases,  which  appear  from  time  to  time  in  almost  all 
districts.  One  must  not  forget  that  at  times  the  affection  is 
air  borne.  Two  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  was  not  very  prevalent.  We  had 
one  death  from  it  in  an  infant. 

Smallpox. — There  has  been  no  case.  The  Council  has  an 
understanding  with  a neighbouring  Authority  for  the  recep- 
tion of  cases  into  their  hospital. 

Slaughter  Houses. — The  six  slaughter  houses  are  duly 
registered  and  have  been  inspected  frequently.  They  are 
clean  and  kept  in  good  order.  The  disposal  of  the  refuse 
from  them  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  requires  attention. 

Noxious  Trades. — There  are  none  with  the  exception  of 
two  tripe  boilers,  whose  premises  are  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — None. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Observations  have  been  taken 
regularly.  There  is  little  fault  to  find  on  this  score. 
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Meteorological  Returns.— I append  a table  of  the 
rainfall  for  the  year  taken  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  total  fall  for  last  year  was  3779  inches. 

It  will  be  noted  that  November  was  the  wettest  month 
in  the  year,  although  August  runs  it  very  close,  whilst  May 
was  the  driest.  Rain  fell  on  204  days 

Compared  with  Skipton  9 miles  from  Barnoldswick,  the 
fall  is  seven  inches  more  ; whilst  with  Bolton-by-Bowland, 
six  miles  in  the  opposite  direction,  it  is  ten  inches  less. 

MATTERS  REQUIRING  ATTENTION. 

1.  — Increased  provision  at  the  Sewage  Farm. 

2.  — The  Scavenging  staff  is  insufficient  for  doing  the 
work  properly. 

3.  — The  roads,  also  private  streets  and  back  streets 
require  very  different  attention  to  what  they  have  received. 

4.  — Better  means  of  disposal  of  the  refnse  from  the 
slaughter  houses.

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included 
those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis, 
and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained 
by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  other- 
wise, the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason 
for  including  such  deaths,  especiallv  those  of  infants, 
under  the  specific  term  “ Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well- 
defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Table  I,  II, 
III,  and  IV,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
